requires buildings: churches, schools, convents, hospitals, orphan- 

ages and rectories. 

Man is a creature composed of body and soul. The soul is the 
most important part of his nature. But if he is to live, work, and 
be productive, he must have food, clothing, a house in which to 
live, and a factory in which to produce his myriad products. So 

‘too must the Church have the material assets and equipment need- 
ed to carry on its manifold religious, spiritual, educational and 
social ministry. : 

Hence the duty to contribute to the support of the Church 
according to one’s means is a dictate of human reason. So much for 

’ the verdict of the court of common sense. Let us now try the case 
before the bar of divine revelation and see what God’s verdict is. 

It was the custom of the Hebrews, based upon the ordinances 

sof the Old Testament, to contribute one-tenth of their income, 
called a tithe, for the support of religion. This custom was con- 
tinued by the early Christians and still survives among some de- 
nominations. 

How much should one give? The general principle is thus for- 
mulated by Almighty God in the book of Tobias: “If thou have 
much, give abundantly: if thou have little, take care even so to 
bestow willingly a little, For thus thou storest up to thyself a good 
reward for the day of necessity. For alms deliver from all sin, and 
from death, and will not suffer the soul to go into darkness.” 

1 (4:9-11) 

No man has an absolute or permanent title to his earthly 
goods. He holds them but as a steward, and he will be obliged to 
give an account to God of his stewardship. He is to make wise and 
prudent use of the goods entrusted to him, avoiding the extremes 
of wasteful extravagance and greedy hoarding. 

The miser, the money-grabbing penny-pinching hoarder, is 
a pathetic object. Greed shrivels up the soul and dries up the foun- 
tains of charity and kindness. Generosity beautifies the moral 
character, quickens faith’ and confidence in God, and fosters piety. 

What directive did our Blessed Lord give us on this subject? 

“Give,” He said, “and it shall be given to you: good measure and 
pressed down and shaken together and running over shall they 
give into your besom. For with the same measure that you shall 
mete withal, it shall be measufed to you again.” (Luke 6:38) 

If every Catholic obeyed this-injunction of our Savior, no 
pastor would find it necessary te preach about money or to send 
envelopes to his parishioners for their Sunday offerings. The 
words of Christ promising rich returns, “good measure and pressed 
down and shaken together and running over,” should enable every 
Catholic to realize that his Sunday offering is his most remunera- 
tive investment, . |

A Chat with the 


Parish Stockholders 


Have you ever tried to imagine how 
a new parish is started and what work and 
worry must be borne by the priest assigned 
to establish it? 

Usually there are no funds on hand, 
even if prospective parishioners are can~ 
vassed for a subscription to pay for the lot 
for building. This means that there 1s not 
even “hand money” ready for the architect. 
If it depended on the parishioners them- 
selves to back a loan, it would never be 
granted by any bank or insurance company. 
The lender expects the Bishop to get be- 
hind the loan and, if necessary, pledge all 
the church property under his jurisdiction 
to insure repayment. ‘ 

People usually want their churches 
erected in the middle of the parsh — where 
property is likely to be most expensive, 
Every pastor has seen beautiful churches, 
and he has his heart set on building some- 
thing that will be the pride of the parish- 
ioners as well as a worthy home for Al- 
mighty God. But he also realizes that he 
would become hopelessly involved in debt 
if he built according to his aspirations. 

He engages an architect, who draws 
plans and specifications in keeping with the 
limited means available for the building 
enterprise, and when these plans are sub- 
mitted to the contractor he discovers that 
the cost will be higher than either he or the 
architect anticipated. Rather than sacrifice 
adequate seating capacity (for he must 
think of the growth of the parish) and 
architectural beauty, he decides to take on 
the extra burden of cost. When the church 
and a modest rectory are finished and 
furnished, he finds his parish involved in, 
let us say, a $400,000 debt. After six months 
he will owe interest on this principal; after 
a year he will owe the same amount of 
interest and likely there will also be due a 
5% payment on the principal. 

Do you wonder, then, why the pastor is 
interested in a substantial Sunday collec- 
tion? Sometimes, from the comments of 
certain parishioners, one would think that 
he himself was getting this collection — 
whereas the truth is that if the collection 
were ten times larger, the priest would not

It's hard to set a standard for 
everyone because circumstances and 
responsibilities differ.

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Our Pennies Are Pinching 


Some ple hold the lowly penny 
so much in © geo that they won t even 
stoop to pick one up when it drops or they 
see one on the ground. To such it may come 
as a big surprise that the nation 1s current- 
ly experiencing a penny shortage. 

The scarcity of the smallest (in value) 
coin in our realm is so acute, in fact, that 
the Bureau of the Mint in Washington, D. 
C., recently called a halt in the production 
of nickels, dimes, quarters and half-dollars 
and is turning out nothing but pennies. To 
meet the demand the Mint is on an eleven- 
hours-a-day, six-days-a-week schedule. 
The only place in the nation where pennies 
are not scarce is the City of New York. In 
one place—Rutland, Vt.—a bank advertised 
for pennies, offering $1.05 for 100 pennies

: heen sadeeal Reserve officials, who 
are supposed to know the answers to all 
questions relating to money, confess they 
are stumped as to the causes of the penny 
shortage. Some sources ascribe the penny=- 
famine to the prevalence of parking me- 
ters, vending machines and the sales taxes 
in force in various parts of the land. One 
guess is as good as another, it seems. No 
one has advanced the theory that pennies 
mav be out of circulation because so many 
are being dropped in the collection baskets, 
so we will offer it. Could it be that parish- 
ioners are hoarding pennies from one Sun- 
day to the next so that they will have a sup- 
ply for the collections? Perish the thought! 

A little research on the subject of the 
penny as a medium of exchange discloses 
that the first one was minted in 1792 and 
since then the total production has reached 
In the first ten 
months of 1955 the Mint turned over 900,- 
000,000 pennies to the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem for distribution to the various banks

thousands and thousands of them become 
damaged, lost or find their way into piggy 
banks. 

We have a suggestion to offer to Cath- 
olics which we think will make a big con- 
tribution (no pun intended) to efforts be- 
ing made to relieve the penny shortage. 
Let’s declare a moratorium on pennies in 
the collection baskets throughout 1956. This 
would involve the cooperation of all—men, 
women and children. Under our plan, pen- 
nies would thus not be hoarded from week 
to week and they would not have to be kept 
out of circulation until the various churches 
can get them to the bank. The Mint could 
then go back to turning out nickels, dimes, 
quarters and half-dollars,; which are much 
more profitable to make and nicer to have 
on one’s person. So our plan would benefit 
everyone: the nation as a whole, the church- 
es, citizens, banks, merchants — everyone, 
We can’t wait for a presidential, guberna- 
torial or mayoral proclamation to get this 
movement started, so we suggest that each 
and every person who reads this pledge 
himself and herself to cooperate and start 
at once! .

Iw the secular university only one Catholic student 
out of five maintains contact with Catholic Newman Clubs, 
according to Father Conroy in Our Sunday Visitor. Having 
attended both secular and denominational (Protestant) uni- 
versities, I am not surprised. But the most shocking fact 
which I observed was not mentioned in Father Conroy’s ar- 
ticle, and that is the atmosphere of hostility toward religion 
that pervaded the secular university campus. 

1 was not a Catholic at the time I entered a state uni- 
versity immediately following my discharge from the Army 
in 1945. Of Protestant family background, I was not particu- 
larly conscious of religious issues at the time. My attitude 
might have been accurately described as indifferent. There 
were on the campus many students, quite vociferous and 
verbally coherent, who were openly hostile toward any 
manifestation of religious sentiment. These students were 
adept at leveling their stinging ridicule at anybody who 
unwittingly uttered a word or hint that might indicate a 
spark of faith in God or the supernatural. 

I remember that I had a roommate whose command of 
language was excellent. His speech was forceful, compelling, 
but his attitude toward religion was one of scornful mockery. 
Occasionally, a friend of his, a young man from Brazil, 
would visit him in our dormitory room. The young Brazilian 
student, in his quiet, confident way, was the only student I 
knew who would argue for religion. His Catholic faith was 
sincere, and in his quiet, calm manner, he met my room- 
mate’s burning diatribes with a serene and convincing logic. 

There was nothing in my course of studies that would 
tend to counteract this atheistic doctrine that was so much 
in evidence, Instead, the scientific courses which I studied 
augmented the feeling within me that religion was some- 
thing like superstition. It could not be measured or observed 
in the laboratory; it could not be weighed in milligrams or 
kilograms; it could not be poured into a test tube and made 
to change color or effervesce with the addition of an acid or 
a base. And because religion eluded the scientific processes, 
t was discounted as non-existent. 

A professor doesn’t have to say, in so many words, 
“There is no God.” Implication is the tool to pry open the 
innocent mind of the freshman, making way for the infiltra- 
tion of atheistic ideas. In freshman geology the world was 
not created; it happened. Nobody knows exactly how, of 
course, but it happened, just the same. And in biology, life 
was not fashioned by the hand of God; it just began. Here, 
too, the exact manner in which it began is shrouded in shad- 
ows, but the student must—if he wants to pass his exams— 
accept the fact that life just began in very simple form, and 
apparently by accident, far back in the dim eons of cata- 
clysmal upheaval. 

It is easy to understand how creeping atheism paralyzes 
the faith of the unsuspecting student. He is at the age when 
there is a natural urge to break away from parental author- 
ity. College is a new way of life, and he savors the meaty taste 
of independence. It is a point of changing attitudes, and the 
secularistie view. brought out in his college courses fits right 
in with his desire to shed the.old and to put on the new. 
And believe me, he puts it on! I’m thankful that I had a 
few years to mature in the Army before I was exposed to 
this miasma of godless intellectualism. I came dangerously 
Close to losing my way in the fog of scientific confusion any- 
way. Had I been four years younger the outcome might have 
been different. | 

Because something within me cried out in protest over 
and over again, I left the state university after two semes- 
ters. For a while I was not sure that I would ever continue 
my education. I took a job in another city where I became 
friends with a Catholic. The beginning of this friendship was 
pe beginning of my conversion, but I still had a long way 
0 go. 

My mind became clearer as the days went by, and I 
realized that I still wanted a college education. The univer- 
sity (Protestant) in the city where I lived offered evening 
Classes for working adults. I enrolled with the desire now 
Shaping in my mind to work toward a degree in journalism. 
I had resolved to avoid anything that would require me to 
study science.

instructions. And so it was that we were bap- 
tized into the Catholic faith while I was en- 
rolled in a Protestant university. 

_ Continuing my studies at this univer- 
sity, I received my degree without encounter- 
ing the disturbing atheism which I felt at 
State. However, I will not deny that certain 
prejudices existed and I wished many, many 
times, before I received my degree, for the 
opportunity to attend a Catholic school. 

Never having had the opportunity to at- 
tend any Catholic school in my life, I live in 


hopes that my children will want a Catholic 
education. Every bit of influence which I 
might have will be exerted to sway my sons 
or daughters to choose the institution which 
will do the most to nurture their faith. Hav- 
ing tried both the state and Protestant: de- 
nominational universities, I know that both 
leave something to be desired in the Catholic 
mind. 

And that one thing which they omit is a 
strong, vibrant, pulsating faith—the one thing 
in life that makes education worthwhile,

His Apostle Paul, says: “Mark this: he who 
SOWs sparingly will also reap sparingly, and 
he who sows bountifully will also reap bounti- 
fully. Let each one give according as he has 
determined in his heart, not grudgingly or 
from compulsion, for ‘God loves a cheerful 
giver.’” (2 Cor. 9:6-7) 

The cheerful giver gives rot only the gift 
but also his heart with the gift. Therefore he 
is twice blessed. How heart-warming and in- 
spring it is to see a parishioner give gladly, 
enthusiastically and joyously. He knows he is 
giving to God, doing good for others, and stor- 
ing up merit for himself in heaven. 

How does the amount of money which we 
give to the Church compare with the amount 
we spend on things for ourselves? According 
to the Department of Commerce, Americans 
spent almost twice as much money last year 
on television as they gave for Church support. 
They spent $50,000,000 more for cosmetics and 
toilet articles than they gave to their churches. 

The average smoker spends about $100 a 
a year for tobacco, and the drinker averages 
about $600 a year for liquor. Here is $700 spent 
annually for two items which no one would 
contend are essential or even important. If 
each Catholic averaged that- amount for 
Church support, the resultant $22,400,000,000 
would free the pastor from the necessity of 
ever mentioning money from the pulpit. 

The members of many Protestant denom- 
inations set an example of generosity in church 
support which we might well emulate. The Na- 
tional Council of Churches reports that the 
Seventh-day Adventists, despite their compar- 
ative poverty, lead with a yearly average of 
$173.35 per member or close to $3.50 a week! 

Next in order are: Wesleyan Methodists, 
$170.39; Nazarenes, $118.33; Orthodox Pres- 
byterians, $112.56; Evangelical Mission Cove- 
nanters, $109.03; and Evangelical Mennonites, 
$107.78. 

This means that the members of all these 
sects are putting on the average more than 
$2.00 in the collection basket each Sunday. At 
their general convention in Washington, D. C. 
the Adventists voted that a “goal of $1.00 per 
week from every member for foreign missions 


> 


be set.” Of the 1954 budget of $20,319,648 they 
earmarked $12,469,000 for missionary work 
overseas. 
The generosity of the members of these 
various sects should prompt us to double our 
offerings during 1956. We should remember 
that we are giving not to our pastor but to 
God, who will reward our generosity a hun- 
dredfold. We are cheating only ourselves. when 
we give stintingly and miserly on Sunday and 
fail to carry our full share. 
When we are on our deathbed, we shall 
regret our miserliness toward God and His 
Church. But if we have been generous, we 
shall rejoice exceedingly. Often should we 
meditate upon the saying, “The only thing a 
dead man holds in his hands are the things he 
has given to God.” 
God will richly reward you if during 1956 
you follow these four simple rules: 
1. Use your collection envelope every Sun- 
day. 

. Put in the equivalent of two hours’ pay. 

. Give so generously that you feel the tinge 
of sacrifice. 

. Remember that a paying Catholic is a 
praying Catholic and that God won’t be 
outdone in generosity.

and man, which will change the im- 
perfect Israel of old into the perfect 
spiritual Israel of the Church. The old 
‘ Covenant of Abraham and Moses was 
no more than a foreshadowing of 
things to come, a first and imperfect 
realization of our salvation in Our 
Lord. In the same way, the seal of 
the New Covenant is ‘the circumcision 
of Christ,’ as St. Paul puts it, namely 
the sacrament of baptism, a token of 
God’s grace, of which the circumcision 


held the promisé only. 


At the Circumcision they gave to 
the Child the Name which at the An- 
nunciation the angel had indicated. It 
was the Holy Name of Jesus (savior), 
of which St. Peter later preached, that 
“there is no other Name under heaven 
given to men by which we must be 
saved.” No wonder, that in honor of 
that Holy Name a special feast was 
instituted, which we celebrate on the 
Sunday between Circumcision and 
Epiphany (or on January 2).
